The President expressed his pleas- 
ure for the opportunity of visiting the 
historic city, and added: ‘I rejoice

Coming from the restraints and con- 
ventionalities of civilization, a corre- 
spondent at Suva, Fiji, writes to the 
New York Times, one almost envies the 
freedom and naturalness of life which 
prevail in Fiji. The Fijian women are 
for their chastity and. de- 
votion to their families. Many of them 
are exdéedingly pretty, and although, 
like the women of most races which 
live in warm climates and upon @ nearly 
a table diet, they incline to 
mlency as they approach middle 
life, they are in youth very gracefuland 
symmetrical, and by their lively and 
cheerful manners make a most agree- 
able impression upon the visitor. The 
young girls are full of fun, and the best 
looking among them are as finished co- 
quettes as are’produced in Paris, Lon- 
don or New York. 

It needs no education to make 4 
woman understand that she is attract- 
ive above her fellows, so here in Fiji I 
have seen many young ladies who 
showed as many airs ina garb consist- 
ing simply of a belt with a thick fringe 
of dyed cocoanut-fiber falling half way 
to her knees as a white belle would 
parade in one 6f»Worth’s latest ball 
dresses.

The National Motto. 


Unum,” on different United States 
coifis, was never authorized’ by law to 
be so placed; although the mint was es- 
tablished in 1792, the use of the motto 
on any of the gold, silver or copper 
coins was not authorized or directed by 
| any of the provisions Of the act estab- 
lishing it.. None of the coins since 1837 
bore the motto until the standard silver 
dollars were coined. It remained on 
‘theearly gold ‘and silver coins until 
1834, when it was omitted from the gold 
coins; from the double eagle in 1866. 
In 1836 it was dropped from the twenty- 
five-cent piece, and the following year 
from all silver.coins, the trade dollar 
only reviving its use. The motto was 
first used on the half-penny or cent 
struck in New Jersey in 1786-7. 


The President's Flag. 

About the year 1818 a proposition was 
made to have a national standard, or 
president’s flag, to be hoisted over the 
halls of congress, at the navy yards and 
arsenals, and at other public places vis- 
ited by the president.. Although the 
design had upon it all the features rep- 
resenting the nation, it was not

THE HOTEL CQOKS. 


Past and Present Compared by & 
Siap-jack Expert. 

“Cookery isn’t as good as it used to 
be in the days of the Mississippi 
packet lines of steamboats’’ said a 
boarder at a down town: hotel, as he 
puffed at his aiter dinner cigar. “Oh, 
bother” said the landlord, ‘‘you make 


me tired. Cookery is just as good now 


as itever was. It’s your poor teeth 
and bad digestion, that’s what’s the 
matter with you.”’ 

“Well, perhaps that’s 8o,’’ said the 
boarder. ‘I was a boy then, but the 
steamboat tables on the old ‘‘Sultana’’ 
and “Jacob Strader’ and ‘‘Northern 
Light” and ‘‘Eclipse,” in the old 
slavery days, with a colored crew of 
good cooks and waiters, were spread 
with food that I hada better relish 
for than any since that time sthe change 
for the worse came when the Chinese 
in California crowded out, the old line 
cooks, and its been getting. worse ever 
since. : 

THE EARLY HOTELS IN 
California set food on their tables 
The variety ‘wasn’t extensive, 
every bit of food:tasted well, ‘because 


it was well seasoned and well flavored. 
Even fried sausage had sage and s8ea- 
soning; steaks and chops were served 
in their own juices; the baked beans 
possessed a flavor that only skill and 
attention in cooking will impart, and 
even a dried apple pie had cinnamon 
and spice that gave it a superior tone.’’ 
And the old boarder having aired his 
appreciation of good cookery, at the 
expense of exposing his ignorance, 
droned out his discontent jas he re- 
viewed the stages of retrogression in 
the art of cooking, to a fellow boarder, 
who was in arrears and didn’t dare say 
anything. The landlord ieft in -dis- 
gust, muttering something about the

married and move out of the hotels. 
But it didn’t effect the old pioneer 
who paid as he went amd had faith in

Under Dan Callahan's management, 
and started for Nevada before the 
China cooks got over here.

Late inthe afternoon we had 
supper at the old Westgate station, 
and while hominy and stew were the 
leading dishes, all on the table was 
well cooked,;- because there wasn’t a 
Chinamdn in the kitchen.

Rasterm, Nevads Coming to the 

| . rent Again: With Some Very 
Rich Mines. 

The Salt Lake Tribune of the 17th 
instant says: ‘‘ Deep Creek was the 
talk yesterday in many-circles. Every 
fresh arrival from there adds a new 
interest in the country and everybody 
seems eager to hear.the latest news 
- from that El Dorado.” 

From all reports that come it seems 
that the mines: are rich in silver, be- 
sides carrying @ heavy per cent of 


lead, and the deposits are so extensive 
as to insure a long season of prosper- 
ity when once opened and provided 
with railway transportation for the 
low grade ores that exist in abundance. 
It is evident from the signs new pre- 
sented that the eastern Border of Ne- 
vada is on the eve of a prosperous 
awakening. Tne 7ribune containg re- 
ports from a number of prospectors 
just in from the mines, and the reports 
fully confirm the previous ones. The 
Buckhorn mine, owned by Sam Gil- 
son, is evidently the King Bee of all 
yet found, and a late strike of ore 
gives assays of 4,500 ounces of silver 
per ton.

THE INDIAN’S MUSTANG. 


Horses Were Introduced in America by 
the Spaniards and Some Escaped. 


The Indian Horses of the mountain 
and plains tribes were. originally of that 
wild stock once found in vast. herds all 
over the intracontinent region, and 
which had their beginning from those 


| that strayed from the Spaniards in old 


Mexico, as there were no animals of 
that character on the continent until 
the Spanish conquest, if we except an 


2xtinet species found only as a fossil on - 


the plains of Kansas.. These were geo- 
logical specimens long before the ad- 
vent of the Indian, and of such a re- 


_ mote age as to bewilder the mind in its 
contemplation. 


Even until the middle of the 
eighteenth century the Indians of the 
country east of the Mississippi used to 
laugh at the white man, who could not 
walk but must ride a horse. The In- 
dian thought nothing of keeping up a 
‘dog trot” all day, making his fifty and 
sixty miles,during that time. 

The wild horses of the American con- 
tinent once roamed from the border of 
old Mexico as far north as Lake Win- 
nipeg, says a writer in the ‘Kansas 
City Star. Twenty-three years ago 
there were a great many wandering 
over the broad, grassy bottoms of the 
Cimarron, in southwestern Kansas; per- 
haps they are not all extinct yet. All 
the wild horses that I have ever seen 
vere of a small stature—pony built in 
every instance—but possessing a won- 
erful amount of endurance; a tough, 
Rardy animal, will fitted to perform the 
peculiar duties the Indians demauded 
of him. The savages are very hard on 
their animals, and unless their horses 
were constituted to “‘live on cactus and 


drink the green slime of the buffalo 


wallows” they would have become ex- 
tinct probably long ago. When caught 
young they are easily broken, but if 
taken at.an advanced age they are e per 
fectly incorrigible. .
